LONDON, Sept. 26—The British and French armies in France and Flanders, in the first two days | 
of what looks to be the opening of a ‘‘big push’’ have taken several large ‘‘bites’’ out of the German | 
lines between Verdun and the Belgian coast, capturing in the process twenty thousand unwounded pris- | 
oners and trenches along a total length of front of about twenty miles, driving their way through the | 
German front for a distance of nearly three miles. A large amount of war material has also been taken, | 
’ but has not yet been inventoried. The French record the taking of at least twenty-four field guns, 
‘ while the British communique reports the capture of nine guns. Many machine guns are among the 
booty of the Franco-British. 
At the same time British warships and French and Belgian batteries heavily bombarded the Ger- 
man positions on the coast between Zeebrugge and Nieuport.
